How 
will God pardon sins before they 
are committed and the condition 
for pardon being met?’ 

“The answer is that when we 
speak of the unpardonable sin, we 
are talking about a sin that damns 
the soul so one never be saved. 
Pardon, in relation to salvation of 
the soul, covers all the sins even 
before they are committed. This 
is lained in Romans 4:4-8 
which says:

That’s 
right, isn’t it? A suitable provision, 
- @ Sincere invitation, a simple con- 
dition! 


|. A Suitable Provision 


—~You know without my telling 
you that the term, “the water of 
life,” includes everything that we 
need from the day that we come 
out of our mother’s womb until 
the last Amen of. a neverending 
eternity. The water of life has in 
’ it everything: that we need in time 
and eternity, in life in death, in 
- the judgment, out yonder beyond 
_ the judgment... The water. of life 
includes everything that’ we. can 
possibly need, every, one of us phy- 
'sically, mentally, morally, spirit- 
‘ually, individually; socially, econo- 
* mniically, religiously, in our homes, 
_ in the market place, in our schools, 
» in the church, in weakness, in 
' strength, in sorrow, in health, in 
' poverty, in wealth, in sin, in righ- 
» teousness, everything that we 
'  meeded for yesterday,- everything 
_ that we need for today, everything 
_. that we shall need for all, the un- 
- folding tomorrows that may yet be 
reserved for us here upon this 
éarth and beyond the earth in a 
_ glorious, Heaven. 
Let’s--see now, what do you 
need? The first thing you need, the 
first thing I need, is the forgive- 
ness of our sins. That is the first 
_ thing. We must be right with God. 
_ We must be made right with God. 
The water of life offers to us. 
“In whom we have redemption 
through faith in His blood, even 
the forgiveness of our sins, accord- 
ing to the riches of His grace.’ 
> The water of life offers to us, ‘‘Be 
‘= it known unto you therefore, men 
#4. and brethren, that through this 

© "man is preached unto you the for- 
| iveness of sins: and by him all 
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that believe are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses.” 

‘What do you need? You need 
the fellowship of God, the Father- 
hood of God. You need the brother- 
hood of the Lord Jesus Christ. You 
need the communion of the Holy 
Spirit. You need the assurance that 
your name is written in the book 
of life. You need the mercies, the 
bounties, the bountiful supplies of 
God for your daily sustenance, The 
water of life offers to us, ‘‘As many 
as received Him, to} them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” The water of iife offers to 
every one of us, “Ye have not re- 
ceived the spirit of bondage again 
to fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father.’ The water of life 
offers, ‘“He that spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us 
all, how shall he not with him al- 
so freely give us all things?” And 
again, “My God shall supply all 
your need according to his riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus.” And 
again, “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.” 
What do you need? Food, cloth- 
ing, shelter, education, money, a 
home, a job at which to earn your 
daily bread, the welfare of your 
loved ones, the quietness and the 
peace of your soul? The gospel 
says, “Therefore being justified by 
faith we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
The Lord says, ‘Ask, and it shall 
be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto-you ...or what man is there 
of you, whom if his son ask bread, 
will he give him a stone? Or if 
he ask a fish, will he give him a 
serpent? Or if he shall ask an egg, 
will he offer him a scorpion? If ye 
then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give good things to them 
that ask him ?’’ ye 

What do you need? One of these 
days you are going to stretch out 
on your death bed and give up the 
ghost. One of these days your soul 
is going to have to cross chilly 
Jordan. One of these days you are 
going to have to meet the grim 
reaper, the grim monster Death 
face to face. One of these days you 
are going to have to go through 
the frightening experience of dis- 
solution. Even then the Word, 
which is the water of life, speaks, 
“Yea, though I .walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil: for thou art with 


me; thy rod and thy staff they} 


comfort me.” What do you need? 
You are taken out and buried. Your 
loved ones are taken out and bur- 
ied. The coffin is put down into 
that cold, clamy, cruel maw that 
we call the grave. Tons, and tons, 
and tons, of heavy earth are 
thrown over your mortal remains. 
Are you afraid of the grave? Are 
you afraid of that narrow coffin? 
Are you afraid of that long sleep? 
You need not fear, The water of, 
life guarantees, “I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life: he that believeth 
in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live.” 3 

What do you need? You are go- 
ing to rise in the resurrection. You 
are going to stand before God at 
the judgment. You are going to 
have to give an accounting of the 
things done in the flesh. You are 
going tq face the record of your 
sins. You need an advocate. You 
need a representative. You need 
a mouthpiece before that dread 
tribunal. The water of life insures, 
“My littie children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
“advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: and he is 
the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world.” Do you 
Know what that means? It means 
we have an Advocate with God. It 
means we have a Representative dt 
the judgment. It means Jesus 
Christ will plead for His own. It 
means Jesus Christ will interpose 
His shed blood in our defense. 


What do you need? There is a 
Heaven and a Hell to choose from. 
There is a Heaven to go to, and a

power, it is impossible for us to 
escape Hell and enter Heaven. The 
water of life proclaims, ‘‘Let not 
your heart be troubled: ye believe 
in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s house are, many man- 
sions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto my- 
self; that where I am, there ye 
may be also. And whither I go ye 
know, and the way ye know. Tho- 
mas saith unto him, Lord, we know 
not whither thou goest; and how 
can we know the way? Jesus saith 
unto him, I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me.” Now tell 
me, friends, you in the balcony, you 
down here, you behind me, have 
I not proven my point, that the 
water of life is sufficient for every 
need, for every problem, for every 
circumstance, for every experience, 
for every experiment, for every 
venture, for every adventure of 
our lives? Oh, 1 plead with you, 
close with the water of life to- 


for every bit of the past, for all 
the present, for the eternal future.

But, let me haston on. The next 
thing in this text is the sincere 
invitation. The invitation .is sub- 
lime in its sincerity.| It comes from 
God. It is not Hyman Appelman 
who invites you. It is not -the 
Bethany Reformed Church which 
invites you, Yes, we would like to 
have you come into the church, 
you who worship here Sunday aft- 
er Sunday, you who seem to find 
Satisfaction in the ministry of this 
pulpit and church. You owe it to 
your life, to your church, you owe 
it to the Sunday school class which 
teaches you the Word of God to 
‘help by enlisting in this church. 
If you find satisfaction, it you find 
joy, if you find the bread of life, 
if you find approach to God, if 
you go where you can receive a 
blessing, if you come here Sun- 
day morning and Sunday. night, I 
plead with you, by every bit of 
grateful biood in your body, come 
into the fellowship of this church, 
unite with it, back it up, lift up 
its standards that other wayfarers 
might come here also to drink deep 
of the water of life. Then to you 
who are unsaved, it is not Hyman 
Appelman that pleads with you to 
come to God, I am just a voice, 
a hoarse voice, a weak voice, a 
poor voice, a stammering voice, a

sus and to the home in Heaven.’ 


But friends, turn your backs on 
the church, turn your backs upon 
that hospital, forget about the sun, 
the moon, the stars, the wind, the 
flowers, the birds, the beasts: for- 
get even about the church. Close 
the Bible for a moment. Come with 
me to that gate in Jerusalem that 
leads out on the road to Damascus. 
Come to the hill which we call Gol- 
gotha. Stand there in -the shadow 
of that Center cross. Remember 
what I am saying to you, that 
every second of that six hours’ 
agony, that every drop of that tor- 
tured, tormented, dripping blood, 
is an invitation from God to come 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, for the 
water of life, for life everlasting. 


Ill. A Simple Condition - 


That brings me to my last word. 
I have told you about the suitable 
provision, I have told you about 
the sincere invitation, now consider 
the simple condition. Beloved, you 
might not understand what it 
means to repent. You might not 
understand what it means to con- 
fess. You might not understand 
what it means to trust. But, is 
there one within the sound of my 
poor voice who does not under- 
stand what it means to come—to 
come? 


I remember when my children 
began to learn how to walk. My 
wife would get on one side of the 
room, I on the other, and the lit- 
tle tot in between us. My wife 
would say, “Come, come, come, 
come, Esther.” And the little oné 
would take a toddling step or two 
to mother: Then Daddy would say, 
“Come, son,” or “Come, daughter,” 
and the child would smile, then 
take one stumbling step after an- 
other. That is what it means. Just 
come! Just come! Just step out on 
God’s promises! Just come! The 
Lord Jesus is inviting you. He will 
not let you fall. He will not let 
you stumble. He will keep you for- 
ever and forever, world without 
end, Amen. He is not going to ask 
you to come and then turn away 
from you, 


It was D. L. Moody who used to 
tell this story. I have read it in 
so many of his sermons. You know, 
he had a boy named Willie, W. R. 
Moody. Anyway, one day he tried 
to teach that boy confidence in his 
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up, put him back on the table and 
said, “Son, do it again.” The boy 


said, “I’se afraid.” Brother Moody 


kept on pleading. The boy did it 
again, and a third time, and a 
fourth time. After awhile Brother 
Moody put him back and said, 
“Jump.” Before he had a chance 
to finish, the boy leaped out. Well, 
Brother Moody thought the game 
was over. He put the boy down on 
the floor, and started away to- 
wards the door slowly thinking 
about something. All of a sudden 
when he was almost at the door, 
the little boy said, “Daddy, Daddy, 
I’se jumpin,’,,. Brother Moody 
turned around. The boy had 
climbed on a chair, had climbed 
on the table. ‘His daddy didn’t 
know he was doing it. Moody made 
a rush, and as that boy jumped 
out, he caught him again. But 
thank God, Jesus never turns 
away. He is always.watching us. 
There igs no chance of His being in 
some other room, is there, when 
we need Him? There is no chance 
of us. falling to our destruction. 

That is the simple condition. 
Friends, for 1900 years God has 
been saying, “Come.” For 1900 
years Jews and Gentiles, men, 
women and children by the thous- 
ands, by the hundreds of thousands, 
by the multiplied millions, have ac- 
cepted this invitation and come to 
the water of life. Jesus has never 
turned one of them down. He has 
never lost one of them. He has‘ nev- 
er failed one of them, Why, even 
during this revival, thank God, 
there have been 150 and more who 
heard the voice of Jesus saying, 
“Come,” and have come to Christ. 
They now-rejoice in the assurance 
of forgiven sins. 

Beloved, what is there more for 
me to say? Listen, if you are not 
a Christian, or if you are a drift- 
ing Christian, tincertain of — your 
salvation; if you believe that Jesus 
loved you, if you believe that He 
died for you, if you believe: that 
He can save you, if you believe that 
He wants to save you, if you be- 
lieve that He will save you, then 
there is but one thing for you to 
do, and that is to come and claim 
your part in the blood of the Lamb. 
What does it mean to come? “That 


if thou’ shalt confess with thy° 


mouth—” You read it; you heard 
Brother Hagar read it a few min- 
utes ago—“That if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Je- 
sus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved.” Just 
as you are, with all your sins, with 
all your doubts, with all your mis- 
givings, with all your uncertain- 
ties, come to Christ and He will do 
the rest. 

It wag Sam Hadley who used to 
be, as you recall, superintendent 
of the Bowery Mission, that Mis- 
sion for the worst kind of people 
in New York, who told-this story. 
He said: One summer day about 
eleven o’clock, maybe a little later, 
he was standing out side of his 
door when a young boy came up 
to him.

“Yes, son, my name is Hadley. 
I’m the superintendent of this Mis- 
sion.

“Well, Mister, I tore my trousers 
on a park bench, and they are 
hanging down, they look bad.

Go upstairs and my wife will fix 
them for you.” 

“No, Mister, I don’t wanna both- 
er her.” | 

“Never mind son, go on upstairs; 
she’ll fix them for you.” 

In about fifteen minutes the boy 
came down and said, “Mister Had- 
ley, you’ve sure got you one good 
wife.

forgiveness, has his sins all under 
the blood, charged up to Jesus 
Christ, cannot come into condem- 
nation, 

“That is what John 5:24 plain- 
ly says, that one who has heard 
God’s Word and believeth on Him 
that sent. Jesus into the world, 
‘hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life.’ So 
you see, in the sense of becoming 
a poor doomed soul, a saved man 
cannot commit the unpardonable 
sin. 

“You are right when you say 
that I John 1:9 gives confession as 
a condition of pardon. But that is 
a different kind of pardon, as you 
will see when you study the rest 
of the same chapter. That is talk- 
ing about fellowship and Christian 
joy for one who is a child of God. 
It is not talking about how to 
get saved but how to have fellow- 
ship with God after one is saved 
and how to have fullness of joy. 
Verse 4 says, ‘these things write 
we unto you, that your joy may 
be full.’ Verse 3 mentions fellow- 
ship twice, fellowship with the 
Father and with His son Jesus 
Christ. Fellowship is mentioned 
again in verse 6, and then again 
in verse 7. It seems clear that the 
subject of John’s teaching there is 
not how to be saved, but how to 
keep fellowship with God, how one 
of God’s own children, who is not 
condemned, one to whom his sins 
will never be charged to endanger 
the salvation of his soul, — how 
such a child of God may get his 
sing out of the way of his fellow- 
ship with God. The sins of the 
Christians grieve the Spirit, and 
break the communion and fellow- 
ship with God and lose a Christian 
his joy. In that sense they need to 
be cleansed and forgiven, and they 
are cleansed and forgiven as day 
by day we. confess them to God.

The Lord is not talking about daily 
getting saved anew, but about daily 
getting cleansed anew. As far as 
the salvation of his soul is con- 
cerned, a born-again Christian’s 
sins are already pardoned, are all 
charged to Jesus, and his salva- 
tion was finished on the cross, by 
the price Jesus paid, and became 
effectivé to him when he trusted 
in Christ. 

“Then you raise the question of 
Christians who die in disobedience 
and you say, “If disobedience and 
hardened hearts can get to Heaven, 
then Heaven is not what I thought 
it is.” 

“In that you are right. Disobe- 
dience and hardened hearts do not 
get to Heaven. But you remem- 
ber that all of us have a great 
change coming. None of us are fit 
for Heaven, And the truth is that 
every man who lives, every woman, 
no matter how good a Christian, 
is really unworthy of Heaven. Who 
is there that is good enough now 
for the day by day contact with 
the angels and with the Lord Jesus 
and with God the Fatcher?. The 
best Christian who ever lived now, 
if he were to see God as he now 
is, in the flesh, would die. Chris- 
tians who die for some disobedience 
are not fit to see God as they are, 
but neither are the rest of us. Ro- 
mans 8:21-23 tell us that we have 
only the first-fruits of salvation, 
that is, we have the Holy Spirit 
who is a foretaste of salvation; 
but none of us are absolutely mas- 
tered, cleansed, perfected, by the 
Holy Spirit ag the Lord Jesus was 
perfect. So we must have the rest 
of our salvation. The body must 
be adopted and redeemed. (verse 
23), and our salvation is still large- 
ly in the future, a matter of 
hope (verse 24), and we patiently 
wait for it. We still have our in- 
firmities, not only in the body but 
also in spirit for ‘we know not 
what we should pray for ag we 
ought’ (verse 26): You see, every 
Christian when he sees Jesus is 
going to have to be cleansed and 
prepared for Heaven, and then we 
receive the rest of our salvation. 
Along with this sinful body which 
must be changed, is the sinful 


y|carnal nature which is a part of 


it. So I Corinthians 15:51, 52 tells 
us that, ‘We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, in a 
moment, in. the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump,’ that is, 
at the resurrection and the rap- 
ture, Then Philippians 3:20,21 say 
that ‘We look for the Saviour, the 
Lord Jesus Christ: who = shall 
change our vile body, that it may 
be fashioned like unto his 
glorious body, according to the 
working whereby he is able 
even to subdue all things unto him- 
self.’ So when we see the Lord Je- 
sus, all our sins will be corrected, 
our faults, our lacks, and we shall 
be thoroughly _—. fit for Heav- 
en. 

“No Christian hss: get hardened 
or be disobedient in the same sense 
as a lost sinner can. But disobe- 
dient Christians will have to stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ 
‘we are told, and suffer loss, if our 
works were not good and therefore 
Lhave to be burned up (I Cor. 3: 
10-14; II Cor. 5:9-11). Then Chris- 
tians will be rewarded according 
to their works. Do not confuse re- 
wards with salvation. Christians 
are already saved, down here on 
earth, when they put their trust 


‘lin Christ. They already have ever- 


lasting life. But they will then be 
rewarded in Heaven, besides, ac- 
cording to their works.

When we are saved, we then 

have Christian liberty. As Amer- 


‘ican citizens we have a right to 


our highways. This right was pur- 
chased for us by the blood of our 
fathers. An officer does not extend 
to an American citizen the cour- 
tesy of the highways. The Amer- 
ican citizen travels the highway 
because he has a right to do it. 
We should, however, remember 
that all liberty is hedged about 
for its own protection by law. It 
is taken for granted that. on the 
highway we will drive on the right 
side of the road. We will stop for 
the’ red light. We will go on the 
green light. It is taken for grant- 
ed that the children of God who 
travel the highway of Christian 
liberty will obey the laws such as 
‘“‘Thou shalt not steal,” ‘Thou shalt 
not kill,” “Thou shalt not cimmit 
adultery,” “Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in vain,”’ 
and all other such commandments 
of God. We do not keep these laws 
to be saved. We endeavor to keep 
them because we are saved. Our 
salvation does not depend upon our 
keeping the law. Our = salva- 
tion depends upon the _ saving 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
However, those who trust Him and 
appreciate their liberties have 
proper regard for the laws that 
govern the highway. :

“Drive carefully” is a sign often 
seen on the highway.:This does not 
say, “Stay on the right side and 
‘stop for the red light.” It simply 
say, “Drive carefully.” This means 
you might hurt somebody or you 
might get- hurt. A man doesn’t 
have to have great appreciation for 
the liberties of the highway who 
simply drives his car on the right 
side of the road. But a man is a 
pretty good citizen at heart who 
when reading the sign “Drive care- 
fully’’ does his very best to obey. 
Paul said, “If eating meat makes 
my brother to offend I will not eat 
any more meat while the world 
stands.” Onthehighway of Christian 
liberty there are little children who 
are young in Christ, Some of them 


are just learning to walk. There| F 


are crippled children going along 
on their crutches. There are blind 
children who are being led along 
the way. Paul says figuratively, “1 
don’t want to hurt any of them, so 
I will drive carefully.” Professing 
Christians say, “It does not hurt 
me to do a certain thing. I know 
how to run my life. I can take a 
drink without any harm to myself 


or I can go to certain parties, play 


certain games and be just as good 
as ever, I will not wreck my car 
on the road of Christian liberty.” 
I ask such Christians if they are 
not afraid they might run their 
car over a little child on the road: 
if they are not afraid they will do 
injury to some weak brother or 
sister who does not know much 
about driving, or Christians who 
may not even have any car in 


which to ride. The man who does 
something that he knows does not 
hurt him but who realizes at the 
same time that the thing he does 
may hurt somebody else is not at 
heart a real Christian. He does not 
appreciate Christian liberty. He is 
a dangerous man on the highway. 
He may talk pious and say his 
prayers and give away his money, 
but he is mean and selfish at 
heart. He is worse than a “road 
hog” on the highway where Amer- 
ican citizens travel. We Christians 
are supposed to be travelling a 
highway that leads home to God’s 
city where streets are gold, gates

country church. At the end of the 
first week we had had six happy 
conversions, but they were all vis- 
itors, and no one had been saved 
from the church community. By 
the way, these six were, the first 
conversions there in years. 


“The pastor, Rev. James Boyd, 
and I were busy calling in the 
homes: We had earnestly prayed 
for God to send a real revival and 
to save souls. It soon developed 
that there was trouble in the 
church of long standing, and many 
people wouldn’t come to the serv- 
ices because of it. We never found 
out what the real trouble was, but 
went to God in prayer. I felt led 
to preach plain and sharp against 
sin, not only in the lives of sinners 
but likewise in the lives of those 
who professed to be God’s children. 
At first this hurt some people quite 
deeply, causing them to become 
angry but they couldn’t get away 
from the Word. God honored the 
preaching of the Word to such an 
extent that those who were the 
coldest and most angry were the 
warmest and best of our friends at 
the close of the meetings. 


“The crowds began to increase 
the last week: and conviction of 
sin began to settle stronger and 
stronger, until on the closing eve- 
ning there were 22 at the altar. 
Twenty thhad come to take Christ 
as Saviour, and two _ backsliders 
were coming back to God. What 
a blessed time we had that night 
as we dealt personally with those 
who had come forward, many of 
whom were so repentant of their 
sin that they couldn’t talk or pray 
and we had to leave them to deal 
with others and come back to them 
when they were no longer sobbing. 


“Earlier that day I had preached 
in a special Easter service at which 
three girls about 12 years of age 
came forward. This service was in 
a neighboring church. 

“At the close of the service 
Brother Boyd and I figured up the 
number God had given us and we 
found that in the one church there 
were 26 conversions, two backslid- 
erg restored and 10 Christians had 
come to make things right and re- 
dedicate their lives. Then we had 
the three in the neighboring 
church. 

“So I can say to the praise of 


God that where people really 


want a revival, are willing to pay 
the price, and. really work, that 
God Il send a revival. This 
church had gone down to about 12 
members and they. hadn’t seen 
souls saved in so long that one of 
them confessed that he “no longer 
had a burden for the lost in that 
community.”
